In this freight wreck Brakeman 
Reynolds of Cedar Rapids was killed and 
Fireman Hermann, also of Cedar Rapids, 
was probably fatally scalded, while traffic 
was #0 tied up that it was necessary for the 
Rock Island to make a temporary routing 
arrangement with the Chicago Great West- 
ern to care for its passenger traine to and 
from Minneapolis. 

The Chicago “ Twin City Express,” which 
left that city at 4:15 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, and the St. Louis train were combined 
at Marshalitown. As there wes no turn 
table, it was necessary for the two engines 
to be coupled at the bead of the train with 
their tenders ahead and pull the cars beck- 


ing up. 
Coaches Telescoped on Pullman. 

It is supposed that this unusual method of 
running the engines caused the tender of the 
first locomotive to leap the track in the cut. 
The tender plunged into the bank and stuck 
there and the two locomotives leaped the rails 
and jammed into the cut. 

Next to the engines was the heavy Pullman 
sleeper of the St. Louis train, in which many 
of the passengers had ‘not left their berths. 
Directly behind the Pullman were two lighter 
cars, first a smoking car and then a day 
coach, and behind these were the ten other 
passenger, paggige, and express cars which

TRISH AGAIN LIBRRALS’ ALLY? | 


Redmond and Dillon Accept Pro- 
gram of Premier Asquith. 


Lloyd-George Wins Their Support in 
Fight to Stop Veto. 


LONDON, March 21.—Chancellor Lioyd- 
George, John B. Redmond, and Jobn Dillon, 
Irish Nationalists, had a prolonged confer- 
ence tonight to discuss the resolutions in- 
troduced in the commons today by Premier 
Asquith, which seek to curb the veto power 
of the house of lords. It is reported that 
an agreement was reached between the Irish 
leaders and the government for concerted 
action. 

Premier Asquith’s drastic resolutions, 
which make no provision for conferences of 
the two houses in the event of a deadlock, 
are supposed to meet with Mr. Redmond’s 
approval, and, as it is certain that they will 
be indignantly rejected by the house of lords, 
a general election may be expected in May. 

It is believed that, in the meantime, the 
government will endeavor to pass a bill to 
hold all the elections on the same day. 


Summary of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions are three in number. The 
first declares that it is expedient that the 
lords be prevented from rejecting or amend- 
ing a money bill, but that any such lMmita- 
tion shall not be taken to diminish the ex- 
isting rights of the house of commons. 

The second resolution declares that it is 
expedidnt that the powers of the house of 
lords over bilis other than money bills be re- 
stricted by-law, so that any such bill which 
has passed the house of commons in three 
successive sessions and has beam rejected by 
the house of lords in each of these sessions 
shall become a law without the consent of the 
house of lords, on royal assent being de- 
clared. It is, however, provided that at least 
two years shall have elapsed between the 
date of the first introduction of the bill and 
the date it passes the commons for the third 
time. 

The third resolution proposes to limit the 
duration of each parliament to five years. 


„  §trengthen Power of Cabinet. 

The opinion of the lobbies is that the veto 
resolutions today will greatly strengthen the 
parliamentary position of the government. It 
is pointed out that they are likely to draw 
the Liberals, Nationalists, and Laborites 
closer together. 

The chief objection to the resolutions 
among the supporters of the government is 
made to the provision that two years must 
elapse between the introduction of a bill and 
its becoming law. The radicals urge that 
with five year parliaments this provision 
would mean a general holdup of legislation. 
It is assumed that this may be the subject 
of amendment. 

The resolutions were published too late to 
admit of much editorial criticism but papers

Lord Rosebery’s reform readintiehs suf- 
fered a rebuff in the house of lords tonight. 
The first two resolutions were agreed to 
without division. These declared that a 
strong and efficient second chamber is not 
merely an integral part of the British con- 
stitution, but is necessary to the well being 
of the state and the balance of parliament, 
and that a second chamber can best be ob- 
tained by reforming and reconstituting the 
house of jords. 

Lerd Lansdowne, however, wanted the 
third resolution dealing with the hereditary 
principle put over until after Laster. The 
earlof Halgbury and several others supported 
Lord Lansdowne, and Lord. Rosebery was 
obliged to consent to an adjournment until 
tomorrow.

Terms of the Indictment. 


The contrasting terms in the indictment 
and the bill in equity—mild in the former and 
superlatively severe in the latter—proved 
of interest. 

The indictment recites that prior to March, 
18, 1908, the above named compdnies *‘ were 
carrying on trade as wholesale dealers in 
beef; that in carrying on such trade said cor- 
porations, through ‘their respe¢tive purchas- 
ing agents, bought live cattle at divers ra points! 
thedughout the United States where markets 
for the sale of cattle originating in the dif- 
ferent cattle raising regions of the different 
‘states of the United States then existed,“ 
and that they shipped beef to their re- 
spective agents located at the markets for 
the sale of beef in the several states of the 
United States.” 

The date of the organization of the National 
Packing company was March 18, 1903, and 
prior to hat time, according to the indict- 
ment, the named corporations ‘“‘ were en- 
gaged in trade and commerce among the sev- 
eral states within the meaning of an act of 
congress approved July 2, 1890, and entitled 
‘an act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
Hes. 

The indictment further sets forth that 
since the formation of the National company 
the corporations named “‘unlawfully have 
engaged in a combination among them- 
selves and with the National Packing 
company in restraint of. said trade 
and commerce that is to say, a com- 
bination having for its object and neces- 
sary result the prevention and elimination 
of all competition between said corpora- 
tions. 


Law on Which It Is Based. 

The law under which the companies were 
indicted, and on which the bill for an in- 
junction ie based, is entitled an act to pro- 
tect trade and. commerce against unlawful 
restraint and monopolies.” 

The sections are: 

“Gection 1. Every contract, combination 
in the form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several states, or with foreign 
nations, ie hereby declared to be illegal. 


tract, or engage in any such combination or 
conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shal) 
be punished by fine not $5,000, or 
by impriso: t not exceeding one year, or 
both, in the of the court. 
“ Section 2. Every person who Shall mo- 
or attempt to monopolize, or com- 
bine or conspire with any other person or 
persons to monopolize any part of the trade 
or commerce among the several states, or 
with foreign nations, shall be deemed guilty 
of a age and on conviction thereof 
be punished by fine not exceeding 
$5,000, or by imprieonment not exceeding 
** year, or both.“ 


Sledgehammer Bill in Equity. 

While the effect of the bill in equity is con- 
sidered by the government and packers in 
diametrically opposite lights, there can be 
no doubt as to the startling nature of the 
revelations of National Packing company 
methods contained in it. It is practically 
a summary of the sensational testimony ad- 
dueéd before the grand jury by the 182 wit- 
by them, and — from 
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end to restrict shipments of meat when 
necessary; to establish a uniform rule of 
credit to dealers, and to keep a blacklist, 
and make uniform charges for cartage; and, 
in order to monopolize said trade and com- 
merce,’ to get less than lawful rates from 
common carriers when their competitors 
were paying the full lawful rates.“ 

How these practices were enjoined by the 
Grosscup injunction is then recited and the 
entry of the decree pointed out. It is noted 
that between the time that Judge Grosscup 
announced what his decision would be and 
the day when he ‘entered the decree the 
$15,000,000 National Packing company was 
formed by the Armour interests,” the 
* Swift interests,“ and the Morris inter- 
ests,’ kor the purpose of attempting to 
evade the effect of said suit and the scape 
of the injunction granted therein, and to 
create a device whereby they could con- 
tinue ta eliminate competition in said bust 
ness and fix and control the prices for such 
fresh meats.” ; 


Tt Accuses the Individuals. 
Here the bill varies radically from the in- 


dietment in its placing of blame, asserting 


that individuals have been directly respoxsi- 
ble in the following words: ? 

In the guise of directors of the National 
Packing company and while acting ostensi- 
bly as directors in the management of its af- 
fairs, the representatives of said Armour,

prices for fresh meats and establishing uni-

It has been further a part of said plan and

In explaining the constitution of the Na- 
tional Packing company and the inner rela- 
tions of the various companies: and und- 
uals concerned, an interesting side light ia 
thrown on the famous investigetion or 3205. 
This is best illustrated by a single irstance, 
though it is said that the same procedure 
was followed in the case of each subsidiary 
corporation of the National. 


Mode of Procedure.. 


The Armour interests bought up the G. H. 
Hammond company and turned the stock 
into the National, receiving in return a cer- 
tain proportion of the stock of the National. 

The stock of the Hammond company, bow- 
ever, upon the Hammond books was still in 
the name orf the Armour interests which 
originally purchased it. 

March 20, 1905, however, the Investigation 
the packers was begn by a federal grand 

ury. 

April 26, 1906, this stock of the Hammond 
company. which had remained in the name of 
the original purchasers, was reissued to rey- 
resentatives of the Armour, Swift, and Mor- 
ris interests in the same proportion in which 
they held stock in the National Packing com- 
pany. 

Thus was their ownership in the holding 
company and in the operating companies 
made identical, and the dangerous anomaly 
of the Swift interests, through the National, 
controlling a packing company all the stock 
of which was held by the Armour interests 
done away with, and each ofthe “ interests ” 
held. stock in each of the 2 com- 


panies.

and have given instructions to their branch 
house managers in accordance with such regula- 
tions.“ 


Other allegations of a similar nature are 
made, with the conclusion that the Big Three, 
joined as the National, “ contro} in the mi- 
nutest detail everything connected’ with the 
distribution and sale of the fresh meat. pro- 
ducts of the plants of the said consolidated 
interests.“ 

In furtherance of the purpose of said un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy said Ar- 
mour, Swift, and Morris interests have unit- 
ed to destroy the business of the competitors 
of said interests throughout the Unitea 
States. In accomplishment of said purpose 
said interests have united to undersell any 
competitor who undertakes to maintain a 
branch house at any market in which are lo- 
cated branch houses of one or more of the 
corporations controlled by said interests, so 
that such competitor will be compelled to 
carry on business at a ruinous loss, and will 
be crushed and driven out of business. When 
such competitor has been driven out of busi- 
ness said interests have united to raise the 
prices of meats in said market so that they 
are excessive and extortionate.’’ 


Decrees Asked of Court. 


It is then asserted that if the Circuit court 
of the United States does not intervene the 
Sherman anti-trust law will be nullified, as 
fas as ita effect on the packing industry of 
the country is concerned, and the court is 
asked to decree: 

1. That the individual defendants have 
entered into a conspiracy in violation of 
section 1 of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
by having turned over to the National 
Packing company for joint operation its 
various constituent companies. : 

2. That said individual packers through 
the device and instrumentality of said 
National Packing company and by means 
of their membership on its board of di- 
rectors and their joint and concerted 
action in the management of its affairs, 
have combined and conspired to eliminate 
all competition between all the corpora- 
tions named.as defendants. 

3. That the ownership and control of 
the National Packing company over its 
subsidiary corporations be decreed un- 
lawful and vold,. and that the individual 
defendants, and their agents, may be pro- 
hibited from exercising any control -or 
management over said corporations or 
any of them, except such as may be nec- 
essary to wind up their affairs. (It is this 
provisior which fills the packers with 
joy, and by which they hope to be able 
to legally destroy. all the subsidiary com- 
panies of the National, to the advantage 
of Armour, Swift, and Morris) 

Then follow several other “ prayers” for 
injunctions similar to the third, each tending 
to stop all transaction of interstate business 
by the National or its subsidiary corpora- 
tions. 

The packers must appear by the first Mon- 
day in May and ans wer by the first Monday in 
June. 

That is, unless they choose to come in 
sooner and ask to be enjoined. 


Only One Witness Heard. 


Only one witness, Attorney Crews, for the 
National Packing company was heard before 
Mr. Sims and Mr. Wilkerson left the grand 
jury alone to vote.

TEMPORARY RECEIVER ASKED | 
FOR FEDERAL-HUBER COMPANY 


Manager of Plumbing Supply Concern 
Says the-Suit Is Friendly, Due to a 
Consolidation. 


A bill asking the appointment of a tempo- 
rary receiver for the Federal-Huber com- 
pany, manufacturers of plumbing supplies, 
capitalized at $500,000, was filed yesterday in 
the Superior court by Henry A. Weber, Oscar 
Von Bermuth, the Henry Huber company, 
and others, officers and directors of the con- 
cern. Judge Dupuy will hear the case tomor- 
row. 

The bill, directed against John H. Johnson, 
John Crawford, the Fderal-Huber company 
President Oliver D. Peck, Genera] Manager 
Albert D. Sanders, and. others, also asks a 
preliminary injunction restraining the Fed- 
eral-Huber company from making any dis- 
position of the interests of the complainants 
in the company. 

The suit is an aftermath of the absorption 
of the Henry Huber company, a New York 
concern, by the Federal company of Chi- 
cago in 1908. Manager Sanders sgid the 
action is a friendly one. 

What is desired is a distribution ot the 
stock of the Federal-Huber company under 
the consolidation contract,“ he said. We 
have been unable to get a satisfactory ap- 
praisal of the assets of the companies. The 
complainants wish to force a settlement un- 
der the contract and will try to keep us from 
doing anything until the settlement is made. 
As a. settlement is desired by all and as the 
result of the hearing probably will be the ap- 
pointment of an appraiser who will have 
power to decide the question, it is agreeable 
to the officers of the company that the re- 
ceiver should be asked at this time.

RAIL: STRIKE: SEEMS AVERTED 


Firemen and Managers Consider 
Mediator Neill’s Peace Plan. 


AGREEMENT IS LOOKED FOR. 


One Private Secretary Says Trouble 
Practically Is Ended. 


‘Prospects of an amicable settlement of the 
dispute between the locomotive firemen and 
the officials of forty-nine western railroads 
became brighter yesterday. Charles P. Neill, 
commissioner of labor, mediator under the 
Erdman law, made a general proposition to 
both sides that may result in a settlement 
today. 

A private secretary of one eien official 
said an agreement had been reached, but the 
report was not confirmed. Others interested 
said the situation still is critical, and peace 
or war hangs on the acceptance or rejection 


| of a tentative plan proposed by Commission- 


er Neilt. 
It is understood the proposition now under 
consideration by both sides involves a separ- 


ation of the question of wages from the dis- 


pute over the rules: possibly a separate arbi- 
tration of the two subjects. 

If the railroads and the employés can be 
11 to an agreement on the general prop- 
asition advanced by Commissioner Neill, 
without a hitch over techhicalities, the 
chances are bright for an amicable termina- 
tion of the controversy. Should the present 
plans fall, however, mediation conferences 
would come to a speedy end, it is said, and a 
strike of the 27,000 firemen and enginemen 
involved would be Inevitable. 


Peace Plan Is Submitted. 


Commissioner Neill is straining every effort 
to bring about a peaceable termination of the 
conflict. His peace plan was submitted to 
the firemen at a conference at the Audi- 
torlum hotel in the morning. The session 
Jasted about one hour. President W.'S. Car- 
ter and the flremen's committee then ad- 
journed to the Lexington hotel, where the 
proposition’ was taken under consideration, 
Mr. Neill then held a session with Chairmar 
W. C. Nixon and the railroad general man- 
egers and reported the proposition to them. 
This meeting was followed by another ses- 
sion with the flremen's committee and in the 
evening a second conference was held with 
the general managers. 

Mr. Nein will meet the firemen again this 
morning. It is understood that a settlement 
or a break will be reached either today or to- 
morrow. 

The eontroversy is over the question of two 
rules demanded by the firemen’s committee. 
he rules relate to promotion by seniority and 
the right of engineers in the firemen’s broth- 
erhood to be represented by committees from 
their own organization. The privileges em- 
bodied in these rules, the firemen assert, were 
enjoyed by the members of the brotherhood 
until recently, when they were revoked arbi- 
trarily by the railroads. A demand fora 12% 
per cent increase in wages also is made. 


Hitch Over the Engineers, 

On the question of wages the railroads are 
‘willing to arbitrate, but the officials insist 
the rules involve a jurisdictional fight with 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and to grant them or submit them to arbi- 
tration would invite a strike from the engi- 
neers. The general managers have made it 
plain to the firemen and the federal mediators 
that to grant the flremen's organization leg- 
isiative powers over the engineers would be 

a violation of the contracts with the eng- 
aire! brotherhood and for that reason can- 
not be granted or arbitrated. 

The fight is the outgrowth of years of iI! 
feeling between the members of the two or- 
ganizations and is*the result of the policy of 
the firemen’s brotherhood of retaining in its 
membership engineers who have been pro- 
moted from the position of firemen. More 
than 5.000 engineers in the firemen’s organ- 
ization are involved in the dispute over the 
rules. Officers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers claim the exclusive right 
to represent engineers in the matter of wages 
and working ¢onditions, The firemen want 
this right for the engineers in their organiza- 


tion. 
LEATHER WORKERS ON STRIKE.

OF STANDARD OIL 


Suspect Chain of Stores Will 
Seek Monopoly of Food 
Sales in Chicago. 


PRICE WAR IS EXPECTED.|

Newly Incorporated Company 
Opens Two Establishments 
on the North Side. 


The Standard Ou“ bogy has crept into 
Chicago to worry the grocers. Their fear is 
that the first links in the chain stores idea 
have been forged for this city, and that soon 
the independent will be forced to com- 
pete with heavily capitalized concerns that 
eliminate the jobber, buy in great quantities, 
and thus are able to cut prices.“ 

Timid eyes, therefore, are cast at the new- 
ly organized United Grocers’ company, and 
the grocers’ dread has not been diminished 
by the fact that ite capitalization is only 610. 
000, of whioh $5,000 has been paid in. 

The fear is based upon the discovery that 
men of known Standard Oi! connections are 
the owners of the stock, and that there are 
reports of extensive expansion from the 
present ownership of two north side stores. 

The only Chicago man among the incor- 
porators is Rochester B. Slaughter, a brother 
of A. O, Slaughter Jr. of the banking and 
brokerage house of A. O. Slaughter & Co. 
He is executor of the Slaughter estate. 
Twenty shares, of a par value of $100 each, 
are owned by him, He is not known to have 
any connection with Standard Oil interests. 


Standard Oil Men Prominent. 
George M. Moffett, president of the United 
Grocers company, is a director of the Corn 
Products Refining company, whose connec- 
tions with the Standard Oil company are well 
understood in the financial world. Alexander 
Stobo, secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, also is connected with Standard Oil, 
according to information in La Salle street. 
Moffett. and Stobo own forty and twenty 
shares of the United Grocers company, re- 
spectively, and each holds, subject to call, 
half as many additional shares. 

William M. Wilson isthe remaining incor- 
porator named in tbe articles filed at Spring- 
field on Jan. 8 last. He owns twenty shares 
and has ten more subject to call. Mr. Wilson 
is connected with the Aluminium Company 
of America, chiefly owned in Pittsburg, which 
is the largest manufacturer of nnn. in 
the United States. 

Interested in Oil Held. 

While there is some doubt as to whether 
the Aluminium Company of America should 
be considered a Standard On outshoot; sev- 
eral of its officers are heavily interested in 
the Pennsylvania and Oklahoma oll fields. 
One such is its president, R. B. Mellon, whose 
brother is also a director. 

That the United Grocers company is look- 
ing for new sites of high ciass, preferably 
on transfer corners, has been gossip among 
north side grocers for some time. Onerumor 
was that negotiations had been opened with 
the Rosenheim Market House company, 
which owns about twenty stores in Chicago.

LUXOR, Upper Egypt, March 21.—The 
Roosevelt famfly arrived here upon the regu- 
lar express train from Shellal this afternoon. 

Before leaving Shellal Col. Roosevelt re- 
ceived August Krug, manager in Egypt for 
a steamship company, with whom he dis- 
cussed arrangements for the passage from 
Alexandria to Naples. As before announced, 
the Roosevelts plan to sail on the steamer 
Prinz Heinrich on March 30, 

When the former president’s party ar- 
rived at the station at Assuan today the 
platform was crowded with tourists, Egyp- 
tian officers, and officiala The throng greet- 
ed the Roosevelts cordially and in turn was 
addressed briefly by Col. Roosevelt, who re- 
peated in substance what he had said in his 
speeches to the Egyptian officers. 

The express for Luxor was crowded with 
tourists returning to Europe. A special car 
had been provided for the Roosevelt family, 
and they dined during the trip. The journey 
was a dusty one and without special inci- 
dent. 

Prince and Princess Eitel Frederick of 
Hohenzollern are expected here tonight, 
coming over the river route. 

On arrival at Luxor the distinguished 
Americans were greeted by a great number 
of American tourists. Col. Roosevelt held a 
reception this afternoon at the Winter Pal- 
ace hotel and shook hands with more than 
100 tourists, and as each passed he made 
characteristic remarks, which served to re- 
call old days in the White house. 

This evening a visit was made to the tem- 
ples at Karnak. The ruins of these buildings 
are the most wonderful of any in Egypt. In 
the hille behind the temples are the tombs of 
the kings and queens, and these the party

They don’t seem to toil or spin, but just 


lunch and dine and sup out, and you'd 
suppose that they all came here. 

How I ramble! We lunched. Beyond 
the big lounging room, behind à sort of 
glass partition, is the main restaurant, 
again all in white. Our table is out by the 
windows, near a kind of inclosed terrace 
hanging, as it were, just over the gardens. 
Awnings kept out the sun (there is sun 
in London, in spite of all you have heard) 
and a fresh, gentle little breeze wandered 
in from the Thames. 

Capt. Fitzmaurice had brought along a 
friend of his, named Arthur Dean, in 
whose automobile we were to go out to

Mr. Dean was a smart, neat, dark man 
with a gay little mustache, but I like my 
captain (no, Marie’s) better.

It was a combination of all the nicest 
I’ve seen in New York or Paris or Rome, 
with all this- wonderful London added as 
well. It makes you understand somehow 
that London is the world metropolis, the 
real center of things. That is a lot to 
find out from just lunch, isn’t it? 

Dad went back to the city after lunch 
was finished—to watch the market. He'd 
already been there in the morning. Fancy 
being able to get from Wall street to 
Sherry’s or the Plaza in fifteen minutes 
in a comfortable nansom, or ten in 
a taxicab! That is about what our 
location here means. And yet in about 
five minutes we can be in Bond street, 
where all the beautiful shops are!

O, the great red English 
strawberry, lying on cool green leaves! I 
am-a glutton; I guess there is no use deny- 
ing it, for I've had to restrain myself from 
devoting a full page of this letter to the 
berries we’ ve been having at the hotel. 

And the cream—no, I really won’t say 
anything about it, except that it’s miracu- 
lously thick and mamma says she doesn’t 
much care if it does make her fat, that 
she means to get new clothes in Paris and 


that she has heard that Celestine has in- 


vented a new kind—almost to the knees, 
my dear—that keeps down the figure any- 
way. 

Where was I? O, yes, Ranelagh. We 
came back by a turn through Richmond 
park, looking like a Gainsborough land- 
scape, and so home, and we dined with 
some business acquaintances of dad’s at 
their horrid hotel, and father says he’s 
jiggered (only he didn’t say that) if he’ll 
go out to dine again.

off all the rough edges, Everything is 80 
-different.. People talk differently, they 
sat differently, they dress differently, and 
„one must admit that the @ifference is in 
the favor of the Englishman. They spend 
hours over their meals, and live longer 
and are less frequently ill in consequence. 
In the middle of the afternoon every one, 
from the king to the ¢oster,. has time for 
a half hour’s recreation in the form of 
a cup of tea and some cake and fruit. I 
like it myself. 

Capt. Vitsmaarice has been telling me 
a host. of interesting things about the 
king and the queen.

note for the answers, and then each let- 


ter is placed in a basket marked for the 
special equerry or secretary who is to 
attend to it. 

Many personal letters the king not only 
signs, but writes himself. The station- 
ery used by the king and queen is identi- 
cal, except that the king’s is printed in 
black, while that of the queen is in red. 
On the note paper it simply says: “Buck- 
ingham Palace,“ while on the back flap of 
the envelope is simply a small imprint 
of the crown, which cannot be used by 
any other than the reigning monarch. 
After breakfast the king receives his visi- 
tors, and he is far more responsible than 
many people think for the method of gov- 
ernment. He talks in a very deep voice 


-and~pauses for quite a time after each 


sentence, but he has a heart as tender 
as a woman’s and is quick to observe a 
point, and generally ahead of his advisers 
in the initiative of things.

NEW RECORD IN MEAT COST | 


Mutton Raised from One to Three 
and One-half Cents.a Pound. 


SHY SHEEP AND’ LAMBS. 


Price of Beef and Live: Chickens: Gets 
And ther Boost. 


All previous gains in meat prices were 
made to look insignificant yesterday, when a 
rise of 1 to'3% cents a pound was announced 
in the cost of dressed mutton cuts. This 
was accompanied by an advance of % cent 
in dressed beef cuts and 1% cents a pound 
in the value of live chickens, but the main- 
tenance of the latter is not expected. 

A shortage in the available supply of sheep 
and lambs and the fact that packers are pay- 
ing the highest prices ever recorded for live 
muttons at the stockyards were the reasons 
given for the sharp rise in the price of mut- 
ton products. The advance brought mutton 
racks to 18% cents a pound, legs and loins to 
16 cents, and stewing cuts to 10% cents. 

Live stock traders do not, belive that the 
present deficit in the supply of sheep and 
lambs will be overcome before July, and in 
the meantime they look for both the live and 
dressed offerings to sell at still higher prices. 
Live lambs at the stockyards sold up to 
$10.60 a hundred pounds, while best sheep 
reached $8.75. | 

Better grades of dressed beef cute were ad- 
vanced % cent a pound, bringing No. 1 ribs 
to 14%, cents; No. 2, to 18% cents; No. 3, to 
g cents, and No. 1 loins to 19% cents a pound. 
Beef rounds, plates, and chucks remained at 
the upturn announced at the close of last 
week.

The 
Bulgarian is a dark man, not so decided as 
the Roumanian, but a pronounced brunette. 

Curiously enough, the upper stratum of Bul- 
garian society is darker than the lower. The 
Man you meet on the streets of the city is on 
@n average several shades darker than the 
man you meet in the village or country lane. 
A real blonde is rare enough in Bulgaris to be 
looked upon with suspicion. The odds are 
greatly in favor of the blond¢’s having a Ger- 
man father or mother. 

The Bulgarian is a big man. He is not ag 
finely built as a Cheyenne Indian and cannot 
be compared in physique with the Patagonian. 
But of the people I have so far seen of south- 
eastern Europe he is the finest. He is not 
only well made, with sturdy frame and strong 
arms, but he presents a clean bill of health. I 
have seen no consumptives, no scrawny, puny’ 
people. The women as compared with the 
men, are undersized. But the crowd averages 
up well. He is free from taint of disease, es- 
pecially of a hereditary kind. Only in three 
or four villages of all Bulgaria is there any 
trace of this scourge. Even there it is a heri- 
tage from French troops on their way to the 
.Crimea. The Bulgarian has a physique which 
would make m an excellent shoveler or a 
strong’ man at the crane or a consistent per- 
former with the plow or pitchfork.

It is not difficult to look ahead twenty years 
and form a conception of conditions which 
will then exist, if the present tendencies in- 
crease at the same rate they have during the 
last ten years. 
what point we look at it, that tendencies now 
at work should be allowed to go on. 


Languages Sometimes Absorbed. 


History furnishes many examples of one lan- 
guage absorbing another or of one language ab- 
sorbing many; or conquerors forcing their lan- 
guage upon the conquered, or of the conquered 
accepting the language of the conqueror. But 
this process of absorption, as a rule, took place 
before language rose to consciousness as an ob- 
ject of pride. It is easier to cite examples of 
failure of linguistic assimilation. The best ex- 
ample of which I knew is found in Arizona, 
where, within a stone’s throw of two Hopi vil- 
lages, there has existed for more than 206 years 
@ little village, originally settled by a tribe 
from the Rio Grande. This village, it has been 
shown, has practically lost all of its Rio Grande 
blood and all of its original culture. Its old 
language ‘persists. India for more than 2,000 
years has been torn asunder through its differ- 
ent languages. Southern China has never been 
united with the northern half of the kingdom, 
either in feeling or sentiment, on account of dif- 
ference in language. Germany has failed ut- 
terly to impose her language wpon the Poles. 
In spite of the fact that the German element 
has been the dominant one in Austria for hun- 
dreds of years, German speaking people consti- 
tute less than one-tenth of the kingdom. Tur- 
key was master of the Balkans for 600 years. 
The real trouble in Macedonia today is between 
linguistic groups. Her influence linguistically 
upon Greece, Bulgaria, and Servia was al- 
most nil. 


Two Million Slavs in America. 


Two million Slavs have entered the United 
States in the, last ten years. The revival of 
Slavic literature and patriotism for their lan- 
guage is one of the striking and characteristic 
features in the history of modern Europe. 
Through their common language, distant groups 
of Slavs, divided politically and other wise for 
generations, are being drawn together as never 
before. Should their number increase in the 
United States, as it undoubtedly will if no ob- 
stacle in the way of depression in labor condi- 
tions or hostile legislation either in Europe or 
at home arise, agencies for perpetuating their 
language will likewise increase and the process 
of assimilation will slow ap in proportion. 
That process is dificult.

‘NEW JURY 70 TACKLE GRAFT 


Court Instructs Members They 
Can Initiate Inquiries. 


PLUNGE INTO THEIR WORK. 


Docket to Be Cleared for Coal, Paving 
and Other Subjects. 


With the purpose of finishing if possible 
the investigation of all the city graft cases 
which have been brought to the attention of 
the state's attorney's office the March grand 
jury, impaneled yesterday, plunged’ right 
into the regular docket cases and disposed 
of fifteen before adjournment last evening. 

There are some 200 docket cases on the 
call, and it is the desire of the grand jurors 
and the states attorney's office to clear 
them away before going into the municipal 
scandals which remain to be investigated. 

Judge Jesse A. Baldwin, before whom the 
grand jury was sworn in, issued explicit in- 
structions to the jurors in which he said 
they had the power to enter into the investi- 
gation of any criminal matters which they 
desired to take up. He said a representative 
of the state’s attorney’s office was present 
in the grand jury room for the purpose of 
interrogating witnesses and to assist the 
ury 
: " Some of you may have personal knowl- 
edge of offenses,’’ ‘he said, or facts that 
may tend to show the commission of crimes 

against the public. Im that case you have 
the right to take up an investigation. Any 
two members of your body themselves may 
start an investigation and any single mem- 
ber may do the same by taking an oath as 
an ordinary witness. Where there are two 
grand jurors an ogth is not necessary.“

Charges that 5,000 automobiles on which 
no license fee is paid are in use jn Chicago

city council license committee. The records 
in the hands of the secretary of state showed 
there are 12,600 automobiles in the city, but 
the city has collected for the current year 


tees on only 7.284. 


City Collector Magerstadt, after the meet- 


ing of the committee was over, denied there 


are as many as 5,000 motors on which no 
licenses have been paid. 

I' admit we have been unable to collect 
license on many automobiles,“ said Mr. Ma- 
gerstadt. “I would put the number rather 
at 600 than at 5.000. It's hard to get in all 
the money on autos. We have detectives at 
work all the time, and only this morning 
seven machines without licenses were taken 
into custody, 

“The great trouble has best in a lack of 
legislation which would require that the 
licenses be displayed the same as on wagons, 
While we have suffered from these offenders, 
the city has not lost as much as the state. I 
believe that the state collected last year on 
only 4000 machines in Chicago. We collect- 
ed on 7,234.” 


Would Grade License Fees. 

The members of the license committee were 
discussing a proposed amendment that would 
change the method of licensing motors. The 
present method is to tax a machine according 
to its seating capacity. 

“It is the big machines—those with large 
horse power—that bang up our streets,“ de- 
clared Ald. Fisher. “It is not so much the 
smaller ones. I belleve machines ought to 
be taxed according to their horse power.” 

J disagree with Ald. Fisher,“ spoke up 
Ald. Bowler. I can’t see that the big ones 
do much more damage than the little ones.”’ 

Ald. Nolan asked that no action be taken 
on Ald. Fisher's proposition, in view of the 
complexity of the situation. 

County Attorney Harry Lewis, who rep- 
resented the automobile dealers, asked for 
the adoption of Ald. Fisher’s amendment, on 
the ground that it would result in a more 
equal distribution of the automobile license 
fees. 

Action was deferred until next Friday. In 
the meantime Ald. Fisher will attempt to go 
over his figures and show the committee that 
his proposition will mean no loss in revenue 
to the city. 

Talk of New Street Numbers. 

Members of the street nomenclature com- 
mittee put off until the new council comes 
into being the question of renumbering the 
down town district. Among those who ob- 
jected to the renumbering was Ald. “ Bath- 
house John ** Coughlin.

The situation cannot be understood 
fully without a description of the Cana- 
dian tariffs. While the United States 
now has two, like most Furopean na- 
tions, Canada has four. The first of 
these is a preferential one with Great 
Britain. It is got claimed that this is an 
undue discrimination against the United 
States. It is a purely family arrange- 
ment to which the American government 
could not consistently object. The Philip- 
pine tariff ‘discriminates. in favor of 
American products. The German gov- 
ernment did, indeed, take exception to 
the Canadian preference granted to Great 
Britain, but efter a tariff war of seven 
years was compelled to yield the point. 
Next comes the “intermediate” tariff, 
so called because it is half way between 
the general tariff which applies to im- 
ports from the United States and a few 
other countries and the British prefer- 
ence,’ The benefits of this intermediate 
tariff have been accorded to French 
goods shipped to Canadian ports and not 
passing through the United States.. In 
return France concedes lower duties on 4 
number of Canadian products. But the 
application of the intermediate tariff is 
net confined to France. ‘Through Great 
Britain’s 
preference, given by Canada to France is 
extended A to several other 
nations.

They ar- 
gue that it is on all fours. with the reci- 
procity treaties which the United States 
entered into under the’ McKinley tariff 
When nations with which such 
treaties had not been made suggested 


that they, too, were entitled to the lower 


duties, the answer of the American gov- 
ernment was that each treaty was ¢ mat- 
ter ot specia) bargaining—a quid pro quo. 
The French treaty, say the Canadians, is 
nothing more. If the United States could 
or would make the concessions France 
has made, a similar bargain would be 
struck with it. 

It would be politic fer the United 
States te waive the point of discrimina- 
tion as regards the French treaty and 
the prohibition of the exportation of pulp 
wood rather than court a costly commer 
cial war. The first thought is that in 
such a.war between a nation of 90,000,- 
000 and one of 7,000,000, numbers would 
count for everything. In reality, they are 
not to be considered. If they had counted 
for anything Canada would not have pre- 
vailed against Germany and its deter- 
mined kaiser. : 

The condition may be stated thus: 
Canada buys of the United States $187,- 
000,000 worth of goods, most of which it 
could procure, if necessary, in France, 
Germany, England, and Belgium. Noth- 
ing would please the manufacturers of 
those countries more than the imposition 
of the surtax on American goods. 

The United States buys of Canada only 
$80,000,000 worth of goods. Some of

ING EDWARD, just before he left England for 
peso presided at a meeting of his privy 
council, specially summoned at Buckingham pal- 
ace for the purpose of enabling him to perform 
the 
“pricking of the sheriffs,” which for hundreds of 


the church festival of the purification of the blessed vir- 
gin. It consists in the submission to the king of a roll of 
parchment’ on which are inscribed the names of the 
nominees for the office of high sheriff for the various 
counties in England and Wales during the ensuing, 
year, one for each shire, there being a small square 
against each name, 

The sovereign thereupon, with a . silver bodkin, 
pricks a hole in the parchment in the square opposite 
the name of the territorial magnate who has been 
selected to serve as high sheriff of the n for the 
following. twelve months. 

The use of the silver bodkin dates trom those olden 
times, centuries ago, when writing was regarded as a 
mere monkish art and unworthy of great princes and 
of gallant knights, and when kings and emperors 
avoided writing as much as they could. The idea of 
affixing a signature,.or even initials, to the appoint- 
ments of high sheriffs of each of the many counties 
of England and Wales was not to be thought of, and 
to facilitate matters the practice of pricking the names 
with a silver bodkin was devised for the convenience 
of the monarch, and has been retained in use to this 
day. 

| — 

The office of high sheriff carries with it no emolu- 
ments, but entails a considerable expense, which 16 
counterbalanced only by the social prestige which the 
office confers, the high sheriff taking precedence of 
everybody in the county at official and social functions 
and yielding the “pas” only to the lord leutenant. 

One of the duties of the high sheriff is to receive the 
judges who visit the capital of the county for the 
assizes with flourishes of trumpets, javelin men, and 
all sorts of medieval pomp ‘and ceremony. The judge 


ij enters the assize town in a carriage and four, pro- 


vided by the high sheriff, and is clad for the occasion 
in scarlet and ermine, with a wig such as those worn 
in the time of Charles II, on his head, while the high 
sheriff must don either uniform or black velvet court 
dress, avith knee breeches, sword, and cocked hat, fur- 
ther solemnity being lent to the spectacle by the pres- 
ence of thé high sheriff's chaplain in full canonicals. 

The high sheriff is, moreover, under obligation to 
furnish, at his own expense, to the visiting judge of 
the assize a residence and entertainment consonant 
with his dignity; and the late Lord Brampton, who 
figured for so many years on the bench as Sir Henry 
Hawkins, on one occasion angrily upbraided the high 
sheriff of Norwich in court, and even imposed upon him 
a fine of $500, for “imprisoning me in a bleak house 
on a frozen waste,” the “bleak house” consisting of a 
large suburban’ residence, pleasantly situated in a 
prettily wooded park. 


— 


The judges are strictly prohibited from taking up 
their residence at any public hotel or inn during the 
assizes, ahd until recently the same rule applied to 
the members of the bar who accompanied the judges 
on circuit. This eurious rule is supposed to have 
originated in medieval times with the presumption 
that judges and members of the bar would be more 
easily exposed to charges of undue influence if residing 
at an inn and mingling with the guests there than if 
living in private lodgings. 

The high sheriffs are also theoretically responsible 
for convicted murderers under sentence of death, and 
legally accountable for their execution. Sir Claude de 
Crespigny, the well known sporting baronet, while 
high sheriff of Essex, took his duties so seriously to 
heart that on one occasion, when an execution occurred 
at Colchester, the county town of Essex, he insisted 
upon being on the scaffold in order to see that there 
was no hitch in the proceedings. If there had been, 
Sir Claude would have considered it to be his bounden 
duty to lend a hand, and had prepared himself for this 
by acting as assistant to Berry, the official execu- 
tioner, on thé occasion of the hanging of the three 
Netherby hall murderers. While Berry pinioned Rudge 
and Martin, Sir Claude did the same for James Baker 
and adjusted the noose around his neck. On this be- 
coming known, an attempt was made to expel Sir 
Claude from some of his London clubs. But eventually 
the matter was dropped. Sir Claude does not make any 
secret about the affair and discusses it frequently in 
his most interesting Memoirs, to which a preface was 
written by the late duke of Beaufort. 
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Just in the same way that King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, during the lifetime of the late Queen Vic- 
toria, managed by a few gracious and tactful words 
at the Sheffield railroad station, on a certain mem- 
orable occasion, to convert the late Anthony Mundella 
from a red republican into a most enthusiastic mon- 
archist—he died as a member of the privy council— 
so in the same manner has Alfonso XIII. just con- 
verted to royalism one of the principal republican 
leaders of the cortes, Sefior Ojeda, The king, catching 
sight of him the other day at the railroad terminus at 
Madrid, and ascertaining that he was about to travel to 
Seville in the same train as himself, approached him 
and invited him, with so much cordiality, to make the 
trip with him in the royal car that he could not refuse. 

During the journey sovereign and republican dis- 
cussed all sorts of things, including politics, and 
Ojeda was so delighted with the king, and se im- 
pressed with the breadth and liberality of his views, 
that when he reached Seville he proclaimed his trans- 
formation from a republican into a friend of the mon- 
archy and announced his intention of devoting him- 
self to the conversion of his constituents in the elec- 
toral district of Algeciras.

Lord Pirrie, who has recently purchased the late 
Sir Alfred Jones’ controlling interest in the British- 
African Steam Navigation company, in the DBDider- 
Dempster Shipping company, and in the West India 
Mail service, which gives him the virtual command 
of the steamship trade between Great Britain and the 
West Indies, and who heads a combine, in which he is 
said to be associated with J. Pierpont Morgan, -hails 
from this side of the Atlantic, haying been born at 
Quebec. He has been lord mayor of Belfast. He is the 
first honorary freeman of that city and is, as con- 
troller of the household at Dublin castle, the principal 
dignitary of the viceregal ‘court. 

Lord Pirrie formerly occupied an important place in 

nionist councils, and his conversion to Liberalism 
aroused such bitterness in Conservative circles that 
when he was nominated to knighthood of the Order of 
St. Patrick, just before Christmas two years ago, all 
the other knights of the order, with the solitary ex- 
ception of Lord Castletown, declined to attend the 
chapter summoned by the viceroy for the purpose of | 
investing him with the dignity and the insignia of the | 
orger. The consequence was that, for the first time 
within living memory, a Knight of St. Patrick was 
invested privately by the viceroy, without any chapter 
and without sponsorship.

Lord Pirrie is chairman of Harland & Wolff, the 
great shipbuilding firm to which so many of the huge 
ocean liners owe their existence. He makes his prin- 
eipal“ home at Witley court, in Surrey, which he pur- 
chased from, the estate of the late Whittaker Wright,. 
the well known promoter who, escaping to New York 
after the collapse of his schemes, was arrested on 
landing, taken back to England, tried for fraud at the 
Old Bailey,

Manifold are nature’s moods, as shown in the turn of 
a stream, the curve of a cataract, the banking of hills 
at a lakehead;—but one cannot anticipate these moods.

New York, Mar@/21.—{Special. }—Recourse 
to the European method of settling quarrels 
Was sought today by Baron John Joseph 
Frederich von Schiller, who is charged with 
having forced his way into the home of Alex- 
ander McAllister at Bronx Manor, and leav- 
ing a challenge to mortal combat. 

Mrs. McAllister was alone and telephoned 
to the Yonkers police that a stranger had 
broken into her house Two detectives were 
dispatched to the residence, but when they 
reached there the man had gone. The over- 
took Von Schiller at Bronxville. They say 
he admitted having left the challengé. He is 
held on a charge of disorderly conduct. 

The police then ascertained that Von Schil- 
ler, who is a great grandson of the poet Schil- 
ler, was not a stranger to Mrs. McAllister 
and that the brief call to combat had been 
preceded by a number of letters, in which 
Von Schiller accused Mr. and Mrs. McAllis- 
ter of disrespectful conduct to Mme. Alex- 
andra Viarda, the German actress, who is his 
adopted mother and the mother of Mra. Mo- 
Allister. He has been the adopted son of 
Mme. Viarda since April, 1909, when she ob- 
tained his release from Governors island. 
He had been sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment. for desertion from the United 
States army. 


BIDS BRISK FOR ‘OR GOTHAM BONDS. 


Total Nearly Four Timer Times the Amount of 
Issue in the First Sale Under 
Gaynor Rule. 


New York, March 21.—The first sale of bonds 
in New York under the Gaynor administra- 
tion today brought out bids aggregating a 
total nearly four times the amount of the 
fssue—$50,000,000 at 4.25 per cent. The bids

Witness in New York Inves- 
tigation Tells of Passage 
of Grady Bill. 


CASH FOR CONGRESS, TOO? 


New Angle Is Developed Which 
May Affect Nationa] Leg- 
islation. 


New York. March 21.—Out of the mass of 
promising generalities which has character- 
ized the fire insurance inquiry started in 
New York last Friday there came today 
testimony that three foreign reinsurance 
companies had paid handsomely to have the 
so-called Grady reinsurance bill passed by 
the legislature at Albany in 1904. 

The bill was passed and still is a law, not- 
withstanding that it was opposed by domestic 
companies, which subscribed $10,000 for the 
purpose and placed it in the hands of the 
late George P. Sheldon, at that time presi- 
dent of the Phcenix Fire Insurance company 
of Brooklyn. 

These incidents were described on the stand 
by E. H. A. Correa, vice president of the 
Home Fire Insurance company, in whose 
opinion fhe bill in question -was “ bought 
through the legislature by the foreign com- 
panies. 


Expenditures Veiled in Mystery. 

Just how the fund raised to combat the 
measure was spent was not made clear, ex- 
cept that Mr. Sheldon used it in embloy ing 
counsel. for traveling expenses, and “ for 
entertainments in going to Albany.“ 

But New Tork's state capital was not the 
only point of interest to the national board 
of fire underwriters, according to the testi- 
mony of the day: There were intimations 
of an organized system of influencing legisla- 
tion throughout the country. It was shown 


that in the years to which the inquiry has 


been confined to date—1901 to 10906—large 
sums were spent, for the most part nominally 
as counsel fees, to put through or to sup- 
press bills in many states, according as they 
affected the interest of the companies. No 
state capitals were specified, however. 


Congress Also Approached? 


It even was suggested that the work of the 
insurance men extended to congress. Will- 


iam H. Hotchkiss, state superintendent of, 


insurance, touched on this point during the 
examination of Correa. He introduced in 
evidence a bill for $10,000, submitted to and 
allowed by the national board of re under- 
writers, of which Correa was a member. 
This bill was presented by Emmet Rhodes 
“for, services rendered in connection with 
the repeal of the stamp tax act.“ The bill 
was dated July 16, 1903, but it was not shown 
in what-capacity Emmet Rhodes acted. 

The law in question was one passed by 
congress at the time of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, requiring a tax, among other things, 
upon fire insurance policies.

Will Pursue National Mystery. 

‘Was this $10,000 spent in connection 
with the repeal by congress of the stamp 
tax act?’’ Correa was asked. The witness 
said he did not know, and Mr. Hotchkiss 
dropped the matter.. He said later, however, 
that he purposed to make further inquiries 
along this line. 

Correa’s testimony relating to the Grady 
bill came out through the reading by Mr. 
Hotchkiss of a letter written by the witness 
to a friend in 1904. In this letter Correa said 
that the bill had been “ bought through the 
legislature,” and he added that it had been 
passed with the avowed understanding that 
the men responsible for jts passage would 
defend it and take care that it was not re- 
pealed until 1906.“ 


SUES FOR HIS COMMISSIONS 
ON $250,000 LIFE POLICY. 


J. H. Theobald Claims Mutual Insurance 
Company Owes Him $11,240 on Risk 
Accepted and Then Withdrawn. 


Suit bas been instituted by J. H. Theobald, 
an insurance agent, against the Mutual Life 
Insurance company of New York to recover 
$11,240.40, which he alleges is due him in 
commissions on a $250,000 policy issued in 
favor of Henry C. Lytton. 

It is claimed by Mr. Theobald, through his 
counsel, Attorneys D' Ancona and Pflaum, 
that af ter the insurance company accepted 
the Lytton risk and issued its policy to him 
it changed front, withdrew the policy, and 
refused to pay him his commission. Mr. 
Theobald had delivered the policy to Mr. 
Lytton, and Mr. Lytton had asked to have 
the form changed. The policy then was re- 
turned to the insurance company, no pre- 
mium having been paid. 

It ie admitted by Mr. Theobald’s counsel 
that under his contract with the Mutual he 
was not entitled to a commiseion until the 
premium had been paid, but it is claimed 
that but for the act of the company in can- 
celing the policy of Mr. Lytton would have 
paid the premium. 

Upon behalf of the insurance company it 
ie said that after the policy was returned 
by Mr. Lytton the risk was refused by other 
companies that were expected to reinsure it 
and that the Mutual then canceled the policy.

Announcement has just been made by the 
New York Central lines of the beginning of 
construction on a new line destined to play 
an important part in the rivalry of the rail- 
roads for the traffic of the southeast. 

It is being built by the Big Four company 
from Mount Carmel, III., to BPvansville, Ind., 
and while ite distance is only 31 miles, it will 
form, in connection with the Big Four and 
the Chicago, Indiana and Southern, both 
parts of the New York Central system, the 
shortest route from Chicago to the Ohio 
river 

This means that when completed the new 
route will enter strongly into competition 
with the parallel Chicago and Eastern IIIi- 
nois and Monon roads. 


Forty-five Miles of Double Tracks. 


The new line will be operated in connec- 
tion with the Louisville and Nashville, which 
has a route into the Evansville gateway, and 
will be formed by the Chicago, Indiana and 
Southern from Chicago to Danville, 128 miles, 
the Big Four from Danville to Mount Carmel, 
126 miles, and the line under construction 
from Mount Carmel to Evansville, thirty- 
one miles. 

This will make a total of 285 miles, as 
against 286 by the Chicago and Eastern Illi- 
nois and Evansville and Terre Haute roads 
and 824 by the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville (Monon) route. 

Forty-five miles of the Chicago, Indiana 
and Southern have been double tracked be- 
tween Chicago and Danville and about forty 
miles of additional double tracking have 
been started on the Cairo and Vincennes 
division of the Big Four, with which the 
new line will form a connection. 


Give Contract for Freight Terminal. 

The Baltimore and Ohio has awarded the 
contract for the construction of an extensive 
freight terminal at Chicago Junction, O., on 
the main line of the Chicago division, which 
will be the second in size on the Baltimore 
and Ohio system. The improvement will 
cost About $1,500,000. 

The investigation of the Illinois railroad 
commiission into the rates and regulations of 
the express companies doing business in 
Illinois will be resumed tomorrow at a hear- 
ing at Peoria, III., when shippers from many 
cities throughout the state will be heard.
